Planning Staff Considerations: 


This plat was approved in August of 1995 and recorded on August 9, 1995. Lot #69, 
also known as 3405 Centennial Drive has a 20 foot utility and surface drainage easement 
located along its northerly property line. Easements are also located along its other 
property lines. 


As is sometimes common with industrial plats, the developer creates lots of a certain size 
only to find that the market wants a different size parcel. In this case lot 69 and a portion 
of lot 70 were purchased for development. As the plat showed a surface drainage and 
utility easement along the north property line, the intended use of the site requires 
relocating the easement to the north. The abutting owner has signed the petition 
indicating their consent. 


Approval of the vacation should not negatively impact property values, nor should it 
hinder growth and orderly development of the area.
